The  information  shown  in  the  column  under  the  heading  of 
CURRENT  PLAN  is  in  your  January  1,  1989  valuation  report. 

The  Total  Contribution  line  is  the  one  on  which  you  will  immediately 
want  to  focus.  The  current  plan  annual  cost  with  the  unfunded 
accrued  liability  amortized  over  12  years  is  $49,134.  This 
information  is  on  page  6  of  your  January  1,  1989  actuarial  valuation 
report. 

The  annual  cost  or  Total  Contribution  increases  to  $66,430  with  an 
increase  from  50%  to  60%.  The  annual  cost  or  Total  Contribution 
increases  from  $49,134  to  $56,694  if  the  Early  Retirement  factors  are 
reduced  from  1/6  of  1%  per  month  (2%  per  year)  from  age  60  to  65  to 
1/12  of  1%  per  month  (1%  per  year)  from  age  60  to  65.  If  both

My  name  is  Larry  Mackin  and  I  am  the  spokesman  for  C.A.R.D.  -  Citizens 
Against  Reverse  Discrimination.  We  have  formed  this  committee,  in  order  to 
challenge,  in  court,  the  city  of  Boston  on  its  current  hiring  practices  in  regard 
to  the  Boston  Fire  Department.  The  committee  is  made  up  of  civil  service 
applicants  for  the  Boston  Fire  Department,  all  of  whom  scored  a  perfect  100% 
on  the  written  exam. 

The  recent  Supreme  Court  decision  in  a  Birmingham,  Alabama  case  has 
opened  the  door  for  non-minority  citizens,  such  as  ourselves,  to  bring  suit 
against  our  local  government  if  we  believe  our  civil  rights  have  been  violated, 
which  we  do.  At  present,  the  Boston  Fire  Department  is  hiring  minority 
candidates  with  test  scores  measurably  lower  than  their  non-minority 
counterparts.  We  feel  this  is  not  only  unfair  to  those  applicants  passed  over, 
but  is  also  doing  this  city  and  its  residents  a  great  injustice  by  hiring  the  least 
qualified  people  for  these  all  important  public  safety  positions. 

Because  of  the  magnitude  of  this  lawsuit,  we  project  our  legal  expenses  to 
be  quite  substantial.  We  are  asking  you,  Mr.  Osborn,  and  the  members  of  the 
AFL/CIO,  to  make  a  financial  contribution  (of  any  size),  if  possible,  to  help  us 
pay  our  expenses.  So  please,  send  your  check  or  money  order  to  Citizens 
Against  Reverse  Discrimination  at  the  above  address.
